In the manifestations of Spiritualism, such as 
materialization, and other .forms -of physical evi- 
dence, it is exceedingly important that investiga- 
tors:should take into consideration the difference 
between appearance and reality ; the difficulties of 
making appearance wear the form of tbe reality; 
hd the interposition or interpretation that may 
occur; chiefly: from your lack of observation ; 
chiefly from lack of correctness in: your discern- 
ment; chiefly from lack of physical surroundings 
-that may be obedient to the real laws of. the spirit. 
Appearances occur, the result of spirit manifesta- 
tion, wearing the semblance of your friend. This 
is exceedingly good evidence. Suppose :appearan- 
ces occur that did not. wear the semblance. of your 
friend ? “lt is still good evidence, because the ap- 
‘pearances are there ; the forms are expressed. But 
suppose an appearance or form, that wears. the im- 
pression of the medium—this you. say.is not good 
evidence.” But if it is not the medium, it is just as 
good evidence as. the other. The appearance is
